C L E A N IN G T H E E M P T Y ROOM. 


Systematic Methods to Use for Thor. 
ouglL Renovation. 


First thing to be done in the dis­ 
mantled room is to sweep the floor 
to get rid of the dust. 
Sweep ceilings 
and walls and go all over the wallpa­ 
per, bit by bit, with a piece of stale 
bread. 
The painted woodwork 
must 
be 
w a sh ed with so&p and water and then 
well dried. 
The floor is scrubbed with 
water to which has been added a little 
liquid ammonia. 
We m ust not for­ 
get to give it plenty of “elbow grease” 
and a good drying. 
To clean the windows begin with 
the inside, dust the window ledge and 
other woodwork ’round the glass and 
then with a sponge (which must be 
kept specially for the purpose), wipe 
the glass all over. 
Use warm water, 
to which is added a few drops of am­ 
monia. 
After wiping with the sponge 
lake a wash leather, dip it in the wa­ 
ter, rinse it out tightly and go over 
the window with it, then dry the glass 
with a soft cloth and polish. 
If possible choose a tim e of 
day 
when the sun is not shining on the 
window; the part on which the sun 
shines with most force will dry more 
quickly than the rest, and will give to 
the glass a streaky apeparance. 
An easy way to remove paint marks 
from window panes is to smear the 
glass with turpentine. 
After leaving 
the turpentine on a few minutes you 
will find on rubbing that the paint 
will come off easily.

It is the custom of many housewives 
to use sand soap for scouring and 
cleaning almost anything in tin or 
agate ware in their kitchen. 
This is a great mistake, as sand soap 
Is injurious to some kinds of kitchen 
ware. 
A bottle of ammonia and a bot­ 
tle of kerosene are very useful for 
cleaning some of the utensils which 
will not stand such a strenuous rub­ 
bing. 
For instance, if you will put a few 
drops of ammonia in your frying pan it 
will work wonders. 
You can also put 
it in the coffee pot occasionally when 
you are scalding it. 
Galvanized iron and 
agate 
ware 
should be wiped with kenoscne. as the 
sand soap will in time wear away the 
enamel. 
If you burn your agate ware 
pan out a teaspoonful of borax or 
washing soda in the pan with hot wa­ 
ter and boil for 15 minutes. 
After this the burned substance can 
be easily removed. 
Never, whatever 
you do, use sand soap on an enameled 
sink.

Turning For Campbell. 
Point, Texas, July 20.— Congressman 
C. B. RandeU of Sherman spoke here 
this afternoon at 2:30 and spdke at 
Emory this morning. The Williams 
boom seems to be getting weaker in 
this place, as all the older people that 
know Williams personally say he is 
not capable of filling the office of gov­ 
ernor with intelligence, and this seems 
to give others a better light on the 
facts and they are tim ing for Camp­ 
bell very fast. 


The people of Texas are confronted 
by a momentous issue and it is time 
for patriots to consider to what goal 
we are drifting. 
Few people have 
time and opportunity to make an ex 
haustive studo of governmental ques­ 
tions. 
I am among that number and 
assume that all others whose lives 
have been directed in commercial, 
agricultural, manufacturing, or kin­ 
dred channels are in a similar condi­ 
tion. My rule has been to place faith 
in the wisdom of our great leaders 
and go to them for the light on po­ 
litical questions. 
In the formation of our government 
two .schools of thought, one headed 
by Jefferson and one by Hamilton 
were developed and the lines between 
the two great oarties of today are 
drawn with the same distinctions as 
they were then. 
The Jeffersonian 
school has given us a great many il- 
ustrious 
democrats, 
among 
them 
Madison, 
Andrew 
Jackson, 
Sam 
Houston, Jefferson Davis, and com­ 
ing closer home Oran M. Roberts, 
Richard Coke, Francis R. Lubbock, 
Sui Ross, John Ireland, R. Q. Mills, 
Horace Chilton, W. H. Gaston, Chas. 
A. Culberson, 
VV. H. Crain, 
and 
James Stephen Hogg, the gaeat com­ 
moner, all of whom opposed state­ 
wide prohibition. 
On May 13th, 1887, Mr. Hogg wrote 
to VV. VV. Douglass of Winnsboro on 
the subject of the amendment then 
pending for state-wide prohibition. 
A paragraph in that letter is so full 
of fruitful thought and so in keeping 
with the noble 
character 
of thai; 
great man that I quote it here and 
offer it to the citizens of Texas as the 
embodiment of tile greatest civic doc­ 
trine ever preached by any man: 
“ Aside from the great fundamental 
principle involved which touches the 
very heart of a free man’s govern­ 
ment, I would oppose the proposed 
measure on the ground of its utter 
irapjacticability and of the prolific 
evil that would certainly flow from 
its adoption. 
The objects' of its ad­ 
vocates are commendable in so far as 
they intend to abate intemperence and 
to reform the morals of the wicked 
people. 
Such results are not possi­ 
ble however, from prohibition or any 
species of coercion. 
Morality, so­ 
briety and religio; spring from dif­ 
ferent source thin brute force or the 
lash of the law. 
Men cannot be made 
moral, forced 
into 
temperance or 
whipped into religion: They way to 
happiness and to heaven is pointed 
0’«t by our savior, whose great in­ 
fluence has been most felt from his 
humility, meekness, 
kindness, for­ 
bearance, precept and example. 
His 
course was approved and sanctioned 
by the wisdom of Cod, and he never 
sought to purify the people , by pro­ 
hibitory measures in 
the 
corrupt 
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times when His presence became nec­ 
essary on earth.” 
It is an honor to walk in the foot­ 
steps of the loved and lamented Ho^u- 
and the country is safe as long as the 
legislature shapes its course by his 
teachings. 
I am willing to concede 
that all the stute.wide prohibitionist® 
have a noble purpose in view and 
that they think the measure they are 
advocating will accomplish that pur­ 
pose, but in their zeal they have ne­ 
glected to turn on the light of exper­ 
ience furnished by the history of the 
past and to go to their great party 
leaders for guidance. 
Governor Hogg’s declaration 
is 
couched in laungage that any of us 
can understand and apply, and the 
great truths he sets forth will live 
foreuer as the true democratic doc­ 
trine.

It is just this attitude of civilization towards the fellow who has been 
behind the bars and has worn the stripes that is of the greatest possible 
moment to him as he comes forth to a tree lite. 
So long as this attitude is one of anticipation that he will do his 
worst, in nine eases out of ten he probably will not disappoint ibis expec­ 
tation. 
We are all go\erncd to a degree by what is expected of us, and 
the man who has been behind the bars is handicapped enormously by the 
interior sense of degradation and loss of self-respect, anti by the tooling 
also that civilization questions his ability ever to do any better and by 
the sense also that it universally distrusts him.

Hardy Maine Men Still Seek the Cod 


in the Dangerous Region Where 


Fog Is Ever Present. 


Bucksport still clings to the Grand 
Banks fishing, and recently the first 
of her fleet of six big fishing schoon­ 
ers got away for the region of fog 
and cod. 
All are handliners; that 
is, they fish from dories sent out 
from the vessel 
at 
anchor. 
With 
fairly good luck they should 
fill 
their holds inside of three months 
and be back at Bucksport. 
If they 
do well some of them will be sent 
back for a second trip. 
Time was 
when the Bucksport fleet numbered 
25 or 30 sail, but in those days the 
vessels were small and if they got a 
fare of 800 quintals they were con­ 
sidered doing well, while 1,800 quin­ 
tals is a moderate fare for the pres­ 
ent craft, all comparatively new ves­ 
sels of the same model as the Glou­ 
cester and Boston fishermen. In fact 
several of the Bucksport fleet for­ 
merly hailed from one or the other 
of these ports.
